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PREFACE 


"Dull. To make dictionaries is dull work." 
Samuel Johnson 
Al Dictionary of the English Language (1755) 


My intention in literature has been to compose symphonies of words which 
simulate pleasurable music and awaken new, straphalaric sensations in the 
readers’ minds. To express such music and to convey something yet 
indescribable or sensations not-yet-defined, I created thousands of 
neologisms. Some of my concoctions sprang from old, ancient and — why 
not? — future languages, while some others appeared in front of me as 
vibrating, onomatopoetic sounds from contemporary tongues. The beauty 
of the old Spanish poems of El Cid, the English of Alfred the Great, the 
exquisite tempestuous salad of Norse, Angle, Saxon, Latin, Gaelic and 
French in Chaucer, the modern-sounding waves of Apuletus, and numerous 
more modern writers that would take too much space to mention, for 
example, are nothing but delicacies from which I steal to cook my own 
sounds, my poetry in prose. This is how I tell my stories. 


Over the years, I've constantly declined to define my neologisms. I wished 
to induce in the reader aesthetic pleasure and an individual interpretation of 
my words. I wanted for my readers to define each word as they felt or not 
to define at all and go with the flow of the narrative. The reason behind that 
is that in my novels each word, phrase or sentence can have more than one 
meaning. Thus, I wanted to maintain an interpretative freedom for the 
reader. But my publisher, Fernando Valdés from Plaza y Valdés Editors, 
persisted and insisted for two decades that I write a dictionary to define my 


neologisms. I jokingly said no, since I knew the labor-intensive task that 
would be required to define thousands of words. However, after Fernando's 
coaxing and cajoling, I began to compile and define some neologisms. 
When I defined about 200 terms, my eyes opened. I opticated. I observed the 
explanation of the neologisms and felt the wonder behind the minds of my 
characters. 


Working on this Leximary forced me to immerse myself in new-to-me 
subjects such as semasiology, onomasiology, lexicology and other o/ggies. I 
am not and do not pretend to be a lexicologist nor am I versed in 
linguistics. My work in the written arts, including this Lexmary, remains 
fiction, but visualizes new, far-off plausible horizons in literature. 


I decided that 'dictionary'’ (from Latin dictionarium, manual ot book of wotds, 
from dictio, derived from dicere'to say' and nary, which evolved from narium 
to indicate manual) was not a suitable term to title this work. The thought 
of my readers ‘translating’ neologisms or following instructions on how to 
pronounce them was abhorrent to me. My purpose was not to create a 
manual of diction. My intent was to provide a limited number of definitions 
with my own characters’ interpretations. Therefore, I decided to title this 
compilation "Lexinary," from the Greek word Acétc, ovis, meaning word. 


In Spanish, narrative in the written sense consists of novels, short novels 
and short stories. In my opinion, each one of the neologisms defined herein 
is, in some form, the shortest form of a narrative. I believe that certain 
definitions are /ucrostories. 


To those familiar with my work, this Leximary could be of assistance to 
clarify hidden, esoteric components of my novels and to explore the roots 
of my literary experiments. But, to anyone else, this Leximary may be a 
curious source of laughter or reflection. 


Here comes the brief, boring part. In the midst of this labor I realized I 
should keep an eye on the book's length. I decided not to include words 
that could be easily understood, such as wrinatory, suppositorized, hypermaculated, 
menstruatory or horizontalize. | settled to choose words that could offer a 


supplementary representation of the spirit of my work. For these reasons I 
arbitrarily established several criteria to select and validate a reasonable 
number of terms which are, but not limited to: 


" Defining sensations, feelings or emotions, known or not, that: 

> have not yet been defined, 
> have been partially defined, 
> differ from contemporary terms or definitions. 

" Describing fictional things, concepts, objects and circumstances as 
well as facts that, although obvious or common knowledge, have 
not been described. 

" Including preferentially neologisms composed from Greek and 
Latin roots. 

" Introducing words from other languages that are not found in 
English dictionaries. For example affriolant in French, flitzcaca in 
German or arramcar in Spanish. For this English translation I 
excluded terms derived from English that I included in the Spanish 
Lexinary such as conundrum, septum, keg, bawdy, pervasive, besmirch or 
serendipity.

" Defining paradoxes that could provoke reflection. And, more 
importantly, 

= Being funny. 


To citcumvent what commonly happens in some dictionaries worldwide, I 
avoided: 


a) Defining a word with simply another word. 


b) Including words that have only a slight variation from existing and 
already defined words from other languages, such as variations in 
British and North American spelling like aluminium and aluminum ot 
adding or subtracting a letter to an existing word. 


c) Defining a word utilizing an existing verb or adjective and adding 


a prefix, such as "un," to them (eg. wvappear, as there is already 


unapparent), unless I felt such an addition would contribute to 
any of the points in my aforementioned inclusion criteria (eg. 
unmptudish. adjective. Having had, but losing any sense of 
modesty, especially with regards to matters of nudity or sexual 
nature). 


d) Changing a prefix of Greek origin to one of Latin origin or vice 
versa with the same meaning. For example, Lichromate instead of 
dichromate, by replacing the Greek i for the Latin d, meaning 
"double." 


e) Using a second neologism to define a neologism, with limited 
exceptions. These exceptions, defined elsewhere in the Lexinary, ate 
identified by an asterisk (*). 


f) Including proper names, with one exception, unlike the Oxford 
Dictionary of English. 


To circumvent the tedious extension and repetitions of a rea/ dictionary, I 
defined each neologism in only one form. That is, each word is defined 
solely as a substantive, adverb, adjective, noun or verb. Otherwise, this 
Lexinary would have been several times larger. 


Penultimately, as Samuel Johnson wrote, "Language is the dress of 
thought," the words herein represent voices and mindsets of a wide range 
of characters. Their thoughts vary according to each individual worldview, 
educational level, cultural background, experiences, interests, prejudices, 
obsessions, etc. and thus, the definitions reflect the heterogeneity of those 
voices. 


To conclude, in a few words, this concise Lexinary is the dictionary of the 
ineffable.
